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One thought provoking fact is that the studies of other religions are 
devoid of details. Books about great prophets like Moses or Jesus 
say nothing about how they offered their prayers or how they fasted, 
their followers know very little about their personal life. According 
to Western Culture, religion is a personal affair, it has nothing to do 
with worldly life. For them going to Church on Sunday and quietly 
listening to the priest is the maxim of religion. Islam on the other 
hand is a complete Deen, a complete way of life, every moment of 
your life reflects your religion, the way you eat, drink, walk, stand or 
sit, can be a source of getting eternal rewards, although they are 
being performed by everyone for the worldly life. Deen Islam is 
apparently not restricted to the Mosques alone. It is around you 
even in the streets and markets. If you drink water sitting down, in

~-e subject Matter of this Booklet is based on Maulana Thanvi’s Book, 
Taleem-ud-deen’. It embodies the teachings of Holy Quran and the 
Sunnah. Read them with full concentration and reflect on the fact that 
how comprehensive Islamic studies are. Islam is not limited to worship 
alone. People think that Islam just covers, Namaz, Fasting, Knowledge of 
some unusual events, Doomsday, Hell, Paradise, Horie, Reward and 
Punishment, anything over and above it, worldly or otherwise can be a 
personal choice. But Islam covers everything i.e. Dealings, Trade, Eating, 

Drinking, Economics. Sociology, Ethics. Holy prophet^ inspired this 
knowledge in a very comprehensive way. They cover 75% where as 
worship covers 25% of religious instructions. If we look at the verses of 
the Holy Quran, less than 10% deal with worship. Allah Ta-ala has 

pointed out in the Holy Quran responsibilities of prophet^, “It is Allah 
Ta-ala’s blessing on the believers that He has appointed a prophet from 
amongst themselves, who recites Allah’s verses to them, purifies them, 
teaches them Allah’s Book and Wisdom. (3:164).”Pass on this message 
to every one or you will not fulfill your responsibility as a prophet .(5.67) 

Note: Holy Prophet^ has passed the message, now it is the 
responsibility of his followers to spread all over the World. 

“Prophet’s^ duty is to covey the message distinctly” (5:92) 

Warn your close relatives, one who accepts Islam, treat him well, then 
- if they disobey, tell them, “I am not responsible for what you did” (26:216) 

Who so ever receives guidance, receives it for the good of his own 
self and whosoever goes astray, say (to him) “I am only one of the 
Warner” (27:92)

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Some people regard religious Jurisprudence (Sharia) and the way of 
life as separate entities. A person may claim to be a great Saint, but if his 
life is not completely based on Sharia, he is being dishonest. 

We find several of this type of Saints flourishing, some of them openly 
commit Major Sins, they drink alcohol, commit adultery, collect donations 
from their supporters and the simple minded devotees plead them for the 
fulfillment of their desires and needs. Rest assured thev are swindlers 
and charlatans. Sainthood (Peeri Mureede) is not an nheritance to pass 
from father to son. 

If a peer is genuine but his son is not a follower o f Sharia, that son 

doesn’t deserve to put on his father’s Mantle. 

Maulana Thanvi has divided the subject matter of this book in five 
sections. They are based on the teachings of Holy Quran and the 
Sunnah. After reading them one realizes how closely related they are to 
one personal day to day life. How often people commit grave mistakes 
and how easily they can be avoided by following these (Islamic)

One can never declare with certainty that a particular person will go to 
Heaven. Except for those whose names have already been mentioned 

by Allah Ta-ala and His Prophet^, they are destined for Paradise. 
However one should always hope in Allah Ta-ala’s Mercy. The greatest 
nonour of Paradise will be to behold Allah Ta-ala’s August person, no 
one in this World has seen or can ever see Allah Ta-ala with his naked 
eyes. Reward and punishment to a person will depend on the state of his 
Faith at the time of his death: During his life time he may have been a 
sinner or a pious person. 

Types of Shirk: Certain actions are Shirk and Bidah, if a 

person is performing them under the misconception of them being a 
Reward (Sawb), on the day of judgement they will be the reason of 
punishment. Some of these can cause a person to lose his Iman. Some 
such actions may lead to the major Sin of Shirk. 

1 . Having faith in peer (Sheikh), that he always knows every thing 
about us. Asking about the unknown from a palmisi, pundit or a pious 
person. 

(Even the Holy Prophet^ has said that he & knows nothing about 
the unknown, Al-Quran) 

Pleading to a person in their absence and believing that the person 
can hear the plea, is a Shirk. Thinking that the person has supernatural 
power to help or harm them, asking them to fulfill their wishes, award 
sustenance or children is Shirk. 

Non-believers of Makka regarded their idols as mediators, who would 
advocate their request to Allah Ta-ala. (they did not regard idols as their 

gods-just a source to reach Allah). 

Prostrating in front of anyone, releasing an animal in his name, giving 
offering using a person’s name. Circumambulating (doing Tawaf) of a 
grave or anyone’s house, bowing in front of some one. Keeping a Tazia 
or Alum (flag). Sacrificing an animal in some one’s name, yelling a 
person's name as a supplication are ail Shirks.

Abandoning any of 
the Divine obligations e.g. Namaz, Fast, Zakat or Hajj. Forgetting the 
recitation of Holy Quran After learning it. Hiding true evidence. Giving 
false evidence. Telling lies. Swearing about something that is not true, 
that may lead to someone losing his life or dignity. Swearing by someone 
other than Allah Ta-ala.

Government and Country’s Ad ministratiom- 

lf a person asks for leadership he is not worthy of it. A leader should 
be lenient with the public. It is not allowed to grovel in front of the leader, 
do not fear him when telling the truth. If the leaders are cruel, take it to 
be a chastisement from Allah Ta-ala for the misdemeanour of the nation. 

A leader should not sit where the needy are unable to reach him. Leader 
should avoid passing the judgement when he is angry. Bribery is strictly 
forbidden. False claims, false witness, false oath and false denials are 
sins.

Do not talk about 
matters that are neither beneficial in this world, nor for the hereafter. (If 
we deliberate, most chit-chat helps neither here nor there). 

Back biting is both verbal and physical. For example: imitating 
someone (acting lame or one eyed). Don’t laugh too much, it makes the 
heart careless. If you have slandered (maligned) someone and it is not 
possible to ask for his forgiveness, pray for him. Don’t make a false 
promise, not even with a child. There is no harm in being jovial but it 
should be free from lie and hurt. Don’t joke with the person who doesn’t 
like it. Don’t boast about your peerage. 

Obligation and Service:- 

It is obligatory to serve and obey parents even if they are non¬ 
believers. But not if they demand something against Allah and his Rasul 
or His orders. After your parents demise, their friends should be treated 
well. Take good care of relatives. Aunt - mothers sister - is like a mother. 
If your parents die displeased with you, keep praying for them, it may 
gratify them. Uncle - father brother - deserves respect like a father. 
Elder brother is like a father. Rearing daughter is superior to rearing sons. 
Rewards for helping widows and destitute is the same as that of a jihad 
(fighting for'Allah). 

In paradise you will be close by Rasulsllsh y ^^,lf you have supported 
an orphan, related or stranger. It is your children’s right that they get 
education. Help your neighbour as best as you can. Help the needy. If 
you can’t, then at least recommend him someone, but make sure that it’s 
not a burden on that person. Help a tyrant by stopping him from his 
tyranny. If you notice someone’s blemish, keep it secret don’t announce 
it. Just let the person know (that is if you think he wont mind and he 
would be thankful). 

If you notice someone in trouble, help as far as you can. Don’t regard 
anyone inferior. Don’t tolerate loss of anyone’s life, property or chastity. 
Don’t hurt anyone. Choose for others as you choose for yourself. In a 
company of three, two should never whisper with each other. It may hurt 
the third person who may think something is being hidden from him. If it 
is a company of four or,more then two may talk quietly to each other. Be 
a well-wisher, kind and affectionate. Have compassion for youngsters 
and respect for elders (in particular older people). If a person is 
slandering another person, try to stop him and be an advocate for the 
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second person. If you notice someone’s flaw, gently let that the person 
know. Treat friends well according to their status. Don’t treat everybody 
the same, how callous if you eat your fill and your any neighdour starves. 
Friendship with interior motives is deplorable. Have friendship to please 
Allah Ta-ala. If you admire someone, let him know, it will increase 
affection. Do ask him his name and about his family background. That 
too will being you closer. When you chose friend find out all about him, in 
case there are severe differences, he may even misguide you. 

If by chance you get annoyed with someone, calm your self down 
within three days. It will be a sin to stop talking to each other at the end 
of three days. The one who takes the initiative will receive more rewards. 
Don’t be suspicious, don’t try to find faults. Avoid hatred, jealousy, 
separation (splitting up) or envy. Try compromise of a discord between 
two individuals. If someone apologises, forgive him. Think deep before 
you start a job. Haste can spoil things. Wise is the person who has 

experience. Keep a balance in every action. 

If someone asks for your advice, give advice you should like for 
yourself. Thrift and systematic expenditure makes money last longer. It is 
wise to stay everyone’s favourite. Asking about something cordially is 
being intelligent. Be polite and courteous to people. Keep in contact and 
help people. It is better to be patient when people torment you than and 
to be a recluse Just to avoid all the hassle and in that case not assist 
anyone but it is excusable if it becomes unbearable. Control your temper, 
be modest and avoid conceit. Keep apologizing for your faults, one never 
knows when death will overtake. It will become a problem on the day of 
judgement. Promote good deeds and prohibit sins. But if there is no hope 
that the person would accept the advice, it might even do more damage, 
then it would be correct to stay quit. Some people argue out of spite, 
there is no point in arguing with them. At least believe that a ‘sin is a sin’. 
This is the lowest grade of faith, less than that destroys faith completely. 
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Spiritual Enlightenment (Tassauwoof) 

This topic is above a common person’s comprehension. With my 
limited knowledge it is not correct for me to write about it. Therefore I am 
(Author’s) providing quotes from Religious Elites (Elders). 

According to Imam Gahazali, besides the fundamental beliefs and 
their observation there is another innate spiritual knowledge, the 
Religious Elders of Sufis are blessed with. There exist millions of 
authentic evidences no one can possible deny. In the company of these 
spiritual men one feels an elation not experienced before. Those who 
have not had this experience have no right to reject, them. There have 
been narrated innumerable undeniable ‘Kashfs and Karamats’ (intuitive 
and inexplicable deeds) about them.

Some people believe that there comes a stage in the spiritual life 
when a person gets exemption from following Sharia. This concept is 
wrong.

As mentioned earlier Spiritual Enlightenment (Tassauwoof) is a 
subject beyond a common person’s understanding. However there is no

Ahsanullah Ismaeel Memon has in his book ‘ Be with the Honest 

narrated some authentic occurrences. He has written following inciden 

about his Peer Sufi Mohammad Sahib. 

(Genie are creation of Allah Ta-ala, human being can’t see them, 
scientists do not believe in their existence). Once Sufi sahib was 
meditating with his eyes shut, some body hit him on his thigh, he opened 
his eyes and saw a young woman sitting in front of him, rest of t e 
narration is in his own words: “I called my wife, she covered her head 
with a Dupatta, the girl was not in her senses,’] recited some verses and 
blew on some water, my wife sprinkled that water on her face, she 
recovered and told me that she is the wife of one of my disciples. Few 
days earlier he had taken an Amulet from me to put round her neck. Su i 
sahib asked her husband to come over and asked him, how did she 
managed to arrive there, she didn’t know the address and she had to 
change two buses to reach there. (Sufi Sahib’s house is in Smdhi Muslim 
society and the woman lived near the Garden) She told us that she was 
sitting at home, she suddenly had an urge to remove the Amulet from her 
neck. Her condition worsened as soon as she did that, she walked out of 
the house took a bus, an unknown force was directing her towards my 
house she reached here, got scared when she saw me meditating and 
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she could only hit rne on rny thigh then became still”. Sufi Sahib sent the 
girl back with her husband and told him that next day he will pay them a 
visit. Next day Sufi Sahib started off to go there, the bus he took broke 
down, he took a Rickshaw, it too broke down, he took the tram, it 
stopped working, he realized that a devilish force was trying to stop him, 
so he reached there on foot and sensed that the house has a Satanic 
Aura. He put prints of verses of Holy Quran in the house, recited verse 
on nails and sealed the house with them, thus he got rid of the Genie. 

Another incident Memon Sahib has narrated of which he was an eye 
witness. He was sitting in a assembly with Sufi Sahib, a man arrived with 
a child, he was a Sindhi gentlemen, his son could not speak Urdu, he 
could only speak in Sindhi language. The child was playing near some 
bushes in the evening, there was a sudden change in him, he stopped 
talking in Sindhi and started speaking in high flown Urdu. Sufi Sahib 
recited some verses from Holy Quran and blew on the child, he was back 
to normal speaking in Sindhi and forgot Urdu. Memon Sahib claims that 
all this happened in his presence. 

Memon Sahib has narrated an incident relating Maulana Mufti Shafi 
Sahib. (Mufti-e-Azam Pakistan). His wife became ill, he tried to get her 
treated, but she spoke, don’t get me treated I am a Genie, your wife 
recites Holy Quran superbly, I come to listen to her. When Mufti Sahib 
questioned, the voice through his wife said, ’you can test me if you like’ 
Mofti Sahib said that If he really was a Genie, then get him a green 
branch of clove, he asked for clove branch because it was out of season. 
His wife stretched her hand and there was a fresh branch of clove in her 
hand, when asked again, she spoke, ‘I just got it from Sirilanka (Ceylon)’. 

Memon Sahib personally went to confirm this incident from Mulana 
Taqi Usmani Sahib, son of Mufti Shafi Sahib, who not only confirmed, but 
narrated few more unusual occurrences. People who are aquatinted with 
these honourable individuals can never doubt the authenticity of these 
incidents. (Author’s comment, I too know several authentic incident, as I 
have personally heard them from Maulana Mufti Shafi Sahib and 
Maulana Shabbir Ahmed Usmani, No one can doubt their accuracy). 

The problem are all those false and fraud Peers, cheating poor 
common people, running a business of getting rid of Genie and 
phantoms. Genuine Religious Elites never accept any compensation for

this service. They don’t even want that people know about their 
“Karamats” (unless it becomes necessary) Memon Sahib has written 
about another event by Sufi Sahib. A business man started coming to 
visit Sufi Sahib. One day he invited Sufi Sahib to the opening ceremony 
of his new office, followed by a feast for him. Sufi Sahib went there with 
some of his poor Disciples. Food was served, Sufi Sahib was about to 
take some food, when he suddenly pulled his hand away and refused to 
eat. The business man got anxious, the only other person present their 
was his business partner. Sufi Sahib said ‘You have invited me to this 
place where last night you had a musical party with cheap singing 
women, a message I am getting from these walls’. The business 
admitted to this fact and apologized. Sufi Sahib prayed for him. Both the 
business man and his partner corrected their ways. Memon Sahib has 
observed several other such event relating Sufi Sahib. In this field fraud 
Peers are living like royalties, even successful business man can’t 
compete with them. They neither need capital nor pay any tax, yet they 
are running flourishing business. Peeri Mureedi has turn into a thriving 
trade. 

Once Mufti Shafi Sahib said, “I went to Madina Munawwara. The Holy 
shrine was very crowded. I stopped at a distance, thinking, how can I 
face going near, I don’t deserve to. A voice came from the Musolium, I 

heard Rasulallah saying, a person clinging to the mesh of the 
Mausoleum and not following my Sunnah, is far away from-me, but one 
who follows my Sunnah through at a distance is close to me. O Shafi you 
should pass this message to every one. “Memon Sahib was personally 
present in that gathering, when Maulana Mufti Shafi said this, with tears 
in his eyes and a voice trembling with emotions. He further said, “if he 

^had not said to me, “O Shafi you should pass this message to every 
one, I would have never mentioned it to anyone.” After hearing this who 
can doubt his spiritual enlightenment? 

Maulana Mufti Shafi has given the reason for the decline of Muslims in 
his commentary of Holy Quran (Tafseer Ma-a riful Quran.) Surah Al- 
Baqarah (2: 111-113).

The fact and reality is that non-Muslims have ignored the hereafter and 
they are seeking worldly prosperity and pleasures (those Muslims who 
are following in their footsteps are also rich and comfortable) Why then 
do we have the misconception that our Islam, that too the superficial 
Islam will open the doors of success for us? And when it doesn’t, we 
start blaming Islam. When no effort is being made (either for progress in 
Islam or the worldly life) how is it possible to achieve anything. 

About Pardah Mufti Sahib has written that people blame us for making

If the person loses his money and goes under the ‘Nisab' the fixed 
minimum amount, he is no longer a Zakat payer. However iater on he 
acquires money again which is the fixed minimum level ‘Nisab’ or above 
it, he will again become a Zakat payer, he should make a note of the 
date, month and year, his Zakat year will start all over again. 

Some people pay Zakat during the month of Ramadan to get extra 
blessing, they think that Zakat gets due in the month of Ramadan, it is 
not correct. It in fact gets due at the end of a Lunar year on that particular 
date of the month the person had initially received the money. He may 
calculate the amount to be paid for the year on that particular date and 
pay it in Ramadan, but it may delay the payment of Zakat. Therefore it 
will be better that hd pays a roughly calculated amount in the month of 
Ramadan even before it is due, and when the actual month comes 
calculate the correct amount and pay off the difference if there is any. 

6. Money on which Zakat is due should be free of any debts: 

If a person is in debt and the amount of debt exceeds the money in 
hand on which Zakat is due, that person does not have to pay the Zakat, 
because if the debt is deducted from the amount the person has in hand, 
he will not be left with the minimum ‘Nisab.’ However if after deduction of 
the debts the money left over is still an amount on which Zakat becomes 
due, he must pay Zakat on that money. If the debt has to be paid over a 
period of time, then the amount deducted from the capital shoulc be the 
installment amount and not the total debt. 

Following Debts and Dues mav be deducted from the 

Capital on which Zakat is due: 

1 . Price of object bought without payment. 

2. Money borrowed. 

3. After collecting the ‘Bisi’ the left over installments 
towards it. 
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4. Rent of a shop or a house which is still due. 

5 . Amount of Gas, Electricity and Phone Bills. 

6 . Zakat of previous year that had not been paid. 

7. Tax amount imposed by the Government. 

8 . Amount of wages due to the servants or workmen. 

Havinq full possession of the money on whic h Zakat is due: 

Zakat is due only on an amount one owns or possesses for example 
the dowry money (Mehar) of a woman which is not in her hand, Zakat is 
not due on it. (unless it has been given to her.) 

Excluded From receiving Zakat: 

Zakat cannot be given to the following: 

1 A Sayyed or a Hashimi. Hashimi are men and women who 
are the descendants of Hazrat Ali, Hazrat Abbas, Hazrat Jafar, 
Hazrat Aqeel and Hazrat Haris bin Abdul Muttalib. 

2 . A person’s parents and grand parents. 

3 . Children and grand children. 

4. Husband. 

5. Wife. 

6 Non-Muslims. 

7 . Rich person i.e. a person who owns fifty two and a half 
Jola (612.36 Grams) of Silver or Gold equivalent to that amount or 
Merchandise for trade or hoarded stock worth (612.36 grams of 
silver) or a combination of all adding up to the above amount. And 
the person is free from any debts as well. It is not allowed to give 
such a person Zakat or Sadaqa. Such a person is obliged to pay 
Sadaqa Fitar and perform Qurbani (on Eid-u!-Adha) even in 
certain cases he doesn’t have to pay Zakat on his possession. 

Requirements of Zakat being correct ly paid: 

1 . When allocating or giving someone money for Zakat it 
should be with a clear intention, otherwise that amount will not be 
valid Zakat. It is not essential that one should announce it out loud, 
it can be given as a gift or a loan, but with the intention that it is 
Zakat money not to be given back. If Zakat is paid on behalf of 
someone without that person’s knowledge it will not be valid and 
that person will have to pay it again. However it will be correct if 
the person is informed about it so that he too regards it as his 
Zakat. Same principle applies to Sadaqa Fitar and Qurbani. 

2 . Making the person owner of the ‘Nasab’ money. Money 
should be taken out of personal ownership and transferred to the 
possession of the deserving person without any condition 
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attached. Just letting the deserving person have benefit of the 
Zakat money is not enough, for example constructing a house 
with the Zakat monrey and allowing the deserving person to live in 
it, but not owing the house. Directly using the Zakat money for the 
medical treatment of the person foregoing his debts or paying his 
Gas, Electricity Bills or a tax, paying off his Doctor’s fee or the 
house rent, without making the person owner of the Zakat money 
will not be correct. The Zakat paid in this manne' wi I not be valid. 
It is not correct to build up a School, a Mosque. Library, Rest 
House or a Hospital with Zakat money, because These institutes 
are not anyone’s personal property they are under a Trusteeship. 

3.. if a person owns houses and land but se ling and buying 
properties is not his business. There is no Zakat on it, however if 
the houses are rented, money from the rent will be regarded as 
any other income (mentioned above) Zakat will be due on it. If 
such a property is ever sold, the same above mentioned rule will 
apply to that too.
